THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


The Zoning Code for the City of East Jordan is 
hereby amended as follows:

Chapter 48 Zoning, Article Il Administration and Enforce- 
ment Sec. 48-38.

(a) Zoning permit requirements. A zoning permit is re- 
quired for all developments and

Shoreline shall mean Ordinary High Water Mark (OHWM) 
being defined to mean the line between upland and bot- 
tomland which persists through successive changes in 
water levels, below which the presence and action of the 
water is common or recurrent so that the character of the 
land is marked distinctly from the upland and is apparent 
in the soil itself, the configuration of the soil and the vege- 
tation.
